lines put in a location set aside 
right in the centre of the business 
district for a. public park, fountain, 
shrubbery and other things that go 
to make up a regular civic centre. 


A town hall costing $14,000 


which will be the seat of govern- 
ment and home of the Fire Depart- 
ment, is under way as is a $45.000 
school building. 
The new water 


works system will cost $36,000 
when completed.
